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Cat killer at large 

FAMILY PET HAS TO BE PUT DOWN AFTER BEING SHOT BY AIR RIFLE 


AN AXMINSTER family is distraught 
and angry after a much-loved cat had to 
be put down after being shot with an air 
rifle. 

Both police and the RSPCA have issued ap- 
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peals for information about the incident. 

Bex and Sean Scotland came home to Cawley 
Avenue, Millwey Rise at about 5pm on Tues¬ 
day, February 28th and immediately noticed 
that something was wrong with Belle, one of 
two family cats. 

Mr Scotland said: “Belle had been sick, was 
limping and there was evidence of blood in the 
house. I rang the vet straight away.” 

They took Belle to Coombefield Veterinary 
Hospital in Axminster, and the news was bad. 

Mrs Scotland said: “She had actually been 
shot. They did an X-ray which unfortunately 
showed the news we were dreading, it had gone 
through her tummy and into her spine. 

“There was nothing they could do, so she was 
put to sleep. 

“This was our four-year old daughter’s cat 
and they were very close. Please help us to 


catch who is responsible.” 

PCSO Chris Bolsover of Axminster Police 
said: “If anyone witnessed the incident or has 
any information, please call the police on 101 
and quote reference CR/015051/17.” 

He also said that there had been no similar 
cases reported recently. 

The RSPCA is also investigating, and a spoke¬ 
sperson said: “It is very distressing to think 
that people take pleasure in causing such hor¬ 
rific injuries to defenseless animals. 

“This appears to have been a deliberate act of 
cruelty, but also a breach of the law. 

“Unfortunately, air rifle attacks are not as 
rare as we would like. 

“The injuries caused by such attacks are hor¬ 
rific and often fatal. 

“Cats and wildlife are normally the animals 
that are more susceptible to these incidents 
simply because they are out in the open with no 
one to protect them. 

“We are calling for tighter controls with bet¬ 



ter education and explanation of the law when 
buying an air gun and that everyone must re¬ 
ceive basic safety training before being allowed 
to walk out of the shop. 

“These weapons cause horrific pain and suf¬ 
fering and it is illegal. 

“Anyone caught deliberately using an air gun 
to injure an animal can be up to six months in 
prison and/or a £20,000 fine if found guilty 
under the Animal Welfare Act. 

“We urge anyone with information with what 
happened or who knows who targeted this poor 
cat to call the RSPCA Inspectorate Appeal Line 
in confidence on 0300 123 8018.” 

A Coombefield Veterinary Hospital spokes¬ 
person said another cat, also shot with an air 
rifle, received treatment about one month ago. 


CCG decision: now Seaton 
Hospital loses its beds too 

THE decision to shut hospital beds in Seaton 
has angered people in Axminster. 

The decision was made at a meeting of the 
governing body of the Northern, Eastern 
and Western Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group (NEW Devon CCG) last Thursday 
(March 2nd). 

The announcement left both communities 
reeling following the closure of Axminster 
Hospital's beds in 2016. See page 7

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CCG remove more hospital beds 


HOSPITAL beds in Seaton and Honiton face the 
same fate as those that were in Ottery St Mary 
and Axminster - they’re being removed by the 
CCG as part of their controversial move to car¬ 
ing for more people in their own homes. 

The decision was made at a meeting of the 
governing body of the Northern, Eastern and 
Western Devon Clinical Commissioning Group 
(NEW Devon CCG) on Thursday (March 2nd) 
and the announcement has left the communi¬ 
ties reeling. 

CCG board members made the decision fol¬ 
lowing a 13-week consultation which ended at 
the start of January; Honiton was not even in¬ 
cluded as one of the options to retain its beds. 

The CCG’s original preference (Option A) was 
to keep beds in Tiverton (32 beds), Seaton (24) 
and Exmouth (16). But following the consulta¬ 
tion and further analysis, it was decided that 
hospital beds should be kept in Tiverton (32), 
Sidmouth (24) and Exmouth (16) (Option B). 

The number of community hospital beds 
across the Eastern Locality, which covers East 
Devon, Exeter, Mid Devon and parts of West 
Devon including Okehampton, will decrease 
from 143 to 72. 

Tiverton and Honiton MP, Neil Parish, 
fiercely criticised the consultation calling it ‘a 
sham,’ highlighting that residents in Axmin¬ 
ster and Uplyme will have to travel 15 miles to 
the nearest community hospital beds. 

Mr Parish said: “I can’t hide my disappoint¬ 
ment at this decision. The CCG have bulldozed 
through these proposals after a sham consulta¬ 
tion.” 

“Seaton and Honiton hospitals are treasured 
local assets, with excellent staff and decades- 
worth of investment by local Leagues of 
Friends. Honiton is so good it was known as the 
‘Honiton Hilton’ locally and Seaton is a top- 
quality facility. Now, at the flick of a bureau¬ 
crat’s pen, both hospitals are set to lose all their 
beds”. 

“Although I understand the move towards 
home care, it’s a fact that hospital patients like 
to be treated and cared for in community beds 
near to their homes and loved ones, rather than 
in faraway hospitals where they can feel cut off. 

“Honiton and Seaton both serve big rural hin¬ 
terlands and I am concerned villages and ham¬ 
lets will soon be cut off. I only hope that local 
people do not suffer from this decision. 

“At a recent meeting in Honiton, CCG board 
member, Dr David Jenner, gave me a public as¬ 
surance that comprehensive home care would 
be in place before any bed closures at Seaton or 
Honiton. 

“I will be holding Dr Jenner’s feet to the fire 
on these promises. 

“I will continue to hold NHS chiefs to account 
on their decisions. 

“I have already met with Health Secretary, 
Jeremy Hunt, on this and will be meeting again 
to make the case for retaining as many commu¬ 
nity hospital beds in Devon as possible.”

Following the decision, Dr Tim Burke, chair¬ 
man of NHS NEW Devon CCG, said: “We know 
we can do more to prevent unnecessary hospi¬ 
tal admissions and support a faster return 
home for our patients. 

“Too many people are in hospitals when they 
don’t need to be there. Every day, up to 600 peo¬ 
ple are in hospitals (100 of these in community 
hospitals) who no longer have a medical need 
to be there. 

“There is a growing body of evidence that the 
solution lies in developing community services 
outside hospital, which in turn reduces the 
numbers of people unnecessarily admitted to 
hospital. 

“We need to be focusing more resources on 
providing better care for people away from hos¬ 
pitals.” 

Heather Penwarden, Honiton Hospital League 
of Friends chairman, said: “Honiton Hospital 
League of Friends are deeply saddened by the 
decision from NEW Devon CCG to close all the 
medical beds at Honiton Hospital. 

“This is without doubt the end of an era for 
our community hospital and without, as yet, 
any indication of what service will be put in 
place of the medical beds we are extremely con¬ 
cerned for the vulnerable and very sick people 
in our community. 

“We pay tribute to all the nursing and admin 
staff on our medical ward who have carried on 
providing first class care to their patients 
through these most difficult of months. 

“On a personal level I am extremely sorry that 
we have not managed to influence the outcome 
in a more positive way for the people of Honi¬ 
ton. 

“All I can say is that we tried our best with 
some of us working long hours reading and 
writing reports and attending meetings and I 
have to say it has felt a bit like trying to halt a 
moving train.”

THE Reverend Clive Sedgewick has been in¬ 
stalled as The Team Rector of The Axe Valley 
Mission Community, which also includes All 
Saints, Chardstock, Combpyne with Rousdon 
and Membury. 

Having spent two weeks in Axminster, his 
first impression is that the the town has a feel 
of real community, rather than just a place 
where a group of people live together. 

He is also getting used to the hustle and bus¬ 
tle, saying Axminster is the largest place he 
has ever lived in. 

He is no stranger to large towns and cities, 
but has always lived in small villages. 

Summing up his first two weeks he said: 
“People talk to you in the street. They are 
happy to have a chat and don’t just walk past.” 

The Reverend Sedgewick was born in a 
small village between Derby and Nottingham, 
and spent his formative years in the East Mid¬ 
lands. 

He is a keen Nottingham Forest fan, and was 
a great admirer of legendary manager Brian 
Clough. The new rector used to play rugby 
and cricket, and takes great interest in many 


other sports. 

About his role in The Axe Valley Mission 
Community, he said: “It is important that peo¬ 
ple see me as rector of not only Axminster, but 
the whole mission community. 

“I don’t see myself as coming in and doing 
something radical. Part of my aim is that the 
church is involved. 

“Are we involved in campaigning and the 
support of things? 

“The church must be about more than wait¬ 
ing for people to come to services.” 

The Reverend Sedgewick comes from a post 
as priest in charge of Bardsey with East 
Keswick - a rural parish situated just north of 
Leeds. 

He was ordained in 2004 and has a back¬ 
ground in education - mainly working in and 
with Church of England Schools 

He spent many years as a primary teacher, 
headteacher, adviser and, finally, 11 years as 
a diocesan director of education. 

The vacancy in Axminster arose when The 
Reverend John Streeting passed away in Oc¬ 
tober 2015.

Calls for formal policy on how district 
councillors engage with youngsters 


EAST Devon Conservatives are behind a motion 
calling on East Devon District Council to intro¬ 
duce a formal protocol for councillors engag¬ 
ing with young people and vulnerable adults. 

The move would require all councillors to un¬ 
dergo training and submit to a DBS (formerly 
CRB) check. 

The call for a safeguarding policy received 
unanimous support when it was considered at 
a meeting of EDDC's Full Council in February. 

EDDC Chief Executive Mark Williams will be 
tasked with producing a report as the first step 
towards introducing the new measures as soon 
as possible. 

The motion, proposed by Andrew Moulding, 
EDDC's Deputy Leader, and Phil Twiss, Cabinet 
Member for Corporate Services, urges: "That 
this council introduces a protocol for council¬ 
lors for safeguarding vulnerable adults and chil¬ 
dren in the comm- unity'. 

Explaining why he and Cllr Twiss were calling 
for the new protocol, Cllr Moulding said: "We 
already have a policy for safeguarding adults, 
which applies to officers and where necessary 
to councillors. 

"But councillors are increasingly being en¬ 
couraged to engage more closely with the 
community and this engagement can often in¬ 
volve meetings with individuals on a one-to- 
one basis - including vulnerable adults and 
children. 

"The Conservative Group on EDDC recog¬ 
nises the importance of putting the correct 


safeguarding measures in place and, in so 
doing, setting an example within the commu¬ 
nity. 

"In the light of this intention and the legal du¬ 
ties falling on this council in respect of the safe¬ 
guarding of vulnerable adults and children, 
we're asking the chief Eexecutive to prepare a 
report on the appropriateness of requiring all 
councillors to be the subject of a DBS (Disclo¬ 
sure and Barring Service - formerly CRB) check 
and attending specific safeguarding training". 

Cllr Moulding recalled two recent examples 
where he had spent time with students aged 
under 18 and had rightly been asked to pro¬ 
duce a DBS certificate in order to be with the 
young people on a one-to-one basis. 

"At election times we are also encouraged to 
engage with young people, often throu- gh so¬ 
cial media. 

"We need to be aware of the protocol regard¬ 
ing various modes of communication. Guid¬ 
ance needs to be robust and training for 
councillors is an essential element of protec¬ 
tion for all concerned. 

"We feel the council should be taking a lead 
on safeguarding. DBS certificates are now 
transferable and can be used for a range of sit¬ 
uations where contact with young people or 
vulnerable adults is likely or inevitable. 

"This will send a clear message that elected 
members of EDDC take our responsibilities se¬ 
riously. We hope to see measures put in place 
as a matter of urgency".

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Axminster ‘betrayed’ by loss of Seaton hospital beds 


THE decision to close hospital beds in Seaton 
has provoked anger in Axminster. 

Axminster fought hard, but unsuccessfully, 
to save its own hospital beds last year. Its 
beds were moved to Seaton, which was to 
have catered for Axe Valley as a whole. 

The decision was made at a meeting of the 
Governing Body of the Northern, Eastern and 
Western Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group (NEW Devon CCG) on Thursday (March 
2nd). 

Beds will also close in Honiton, and Axmin¬ 
ster mayor, Cllr Paul Hayward, who attended 
the CCG meeting, said: "I would hope that the

"Axminster has been betrayed. Honiton has 
been betrayed. So has Seaton, and so has 
each and everyone of us who pay taxes, and 
who paid taxes for decades, in the naive hope 
that this would afford us the right to decent, 
dignified and local healthcare in our commu¬ 
nities."

beliefs about women’s roles. 
The organisers of Women Can 
say it’s a perfect match. 

Free To Run has programs 
running in three different 
provinces in Afghanistan. 
One of its recent successes 
was to enable the first ever 
Afghan woman to run a full 


marathon in her own country. 

It was this remarkable story 
that caught the eye of Jo Ear- 
lam, administrator of the 
Women Can Marathon, which 
takes place in East Devon on 
May 28th. 

It was organised to celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of cam¬ 
paigning American runner 
Kathrine Switzer, who be¬ 
came the first woman to offi¬ 
cially complete the all-male 
Boston Marathon in 1967. 

Jo said: “The main inspira¬ 
tion for our event was Kath¬ 
rine Switzer’s historic Boston 
run, which captured public 
imagination at the time and 
helped prove that women 
were capable of running 26.2 
miles. 

“Many thousands of women, 
of varying speed and ability, 
now run this distance without 
restriction and train freely to 
compete in events around the 
world. 

“I feel very lucky to be one of 
them, but I am very aware 
that some women are not as 
fortunate and face exclusion, 
not just from competing in en¬ 
durance events as Kathrine 
Switzer did back in 1967, but 
even from training or access 
to physical activity. 

“It’s very fitting that women 
at our event will be celebrat¬ 
ing Kathrine Switzer’s pio¬ 
neering run and at the same 
time raising funds towards en¬ 
abling other women to share 
and enjoy the same experi¬ 


ence. In a nutshell, it’s women 
who can, supporting women 
who can’t.” 

The link-up has been wel¬ 
comed by the charity and its 
president and founder Steph¬ 
anie Case said: “We’re deligh¬ 
ted and honoured to be se¬ 
lected by the Women Can 2017 
Marathon. 

“Many of us take for granted 
the simple act of putting on 
our shoes to go outside for a 
run. 

“However, for many of the 
young women in our pro¬ 
grams, this is their first oppor¬ 
tunity to experience moving 
freely outdoors. 

“Such a simple act can truly 
change a life, and with the 
support of the Women Can 
2017 Marathon, we’ll be able to 
help support more women and 
girls who need it most.” 

The Women Can Marathon 
takes place from Tipton St 
John; the start and finish loca¬ 
tion is the community-owned 
village playing field, which 
was also founded in 1967. 

As part of the legacy from 


the unique, one-off event, 
some of the proceeds will be 
invested locally, through the 
playing field association, and 
in partnership with Active 
Devon and LED Leisure in im¬ 
proved sports coaching for 
girls and women. 

Women Can was recently an¬ 
nounced as the first UK part¬ 
ner event for Kathrine Switz¬ 
er’s global running organisa¬ 
tion, 261 Fearless. 

More than 280 women have 
signed up as runners, Nordic 
walkers, or part of relay 
teams, with entrants coming 
from across the UK and even 
abroad. 

Around 150 marshals and 
volunteers will be needed on 
the course, to run water sta¬ 
tions and help at the start and 
finish. 

Jo Earlam said: “The sup¬ 
port has been fantastic. We’ve 
been overwhelmed with how 
this event has captured the 
imagination of women who’re 
entering, people offering to 
help and businesses coming 
on board as sponsors.” 


Council wants to reduce food waste 


DEVON County Council has joined forces with 
local and regional authorities across six other 
European countries on a new four-year re¬ 
search project, aimed at reducing the amount 
of food waste in the supply chain. 

The project, called ECOWASTE4FOOD, is 
funded by the Interreg Europe programme 
and includes authorities from France, Spain, 
Italy, Greece, Finland and Poland. 

The first two years of the project will involve 
research to discover and share best practice 
and innovations for reducing food waste in 
each of the partner countries. 

Implementing some of these ideas as well as 
influencing future UK and European policy 
will be part of the second half of the project. 

In Devon, the project will be led by a stake¬ 
holder group made up of the county's key 
food producers and distributors. 

These will include organisations that redis¬ 
tribute surplus food to those in need, such as 
foodbanks. 

The stakeholder group will shortly be de¬ 
cided on and any organisations and projects 
that are keen to be part of the conversation 
about how to reduce food waste and are in¬ 
terested in innovative solutions are invited to 
contact Devon County Council. 


Councillor Roger Croad, Devon County 
Council's Cabinet Member for Environment 
said: "Devon has a strong tradition as a food 
growing and producing county. 

"Reducing supply chain food waste will be 
both good for the environment as well as 
business productivity and also has the poten¬ 
tial to redirect good nutrition to where it is 
most needed. 

"If you or your organisation are interested in 
this significant research project, want to know 
more about how to reduce food waste and 
are interested in sharing and learning from 
best practice then the project team would be 
delighted to hear from you." 

Annette Dentith, Devon County Council's 
Principal Waste Manager who is managing the 
project, said: "This is an exciting opportunity 
for Devon to make some real headway in ad¬ 
dressing the issue of reducing food waste 
amongst businesses and households. 

"Food waste is a global issue - across the 
world around one third of the food produced 
doesn't make it onto the plate which, with 
growing populations and increasing water 
and land scarcity will only become a more ur¬ 
gent problem to solve."

■ THE voters of Honiton need to be aware that 
Councillor John Taylor, who took the council to 
a judicial review, and substantially lost the case, 
will still cost Honiton Town Council a large sum 
in legal fees. 

The background to this sorry story was libel¬ 
lous comments Cllr Taylor published about 
Honiton’s Town Clerk in January 2015. 

He was reported to East Devon’s Standards Of¬ 
ficer and was asked to apologise but he refused. 
He was found to be in breach of the code of con¬ 
duct for councillors and was told to undertake 
training. 

Honiton Town Council initially imposed fur¬ 
ther sanctions against Cllr Taylor but then with¬ 
drew these after about eight weeks following 
legal advice. 

Even though Honiton Council’s sanctions had 
been withdrawn, he still disputed the judgement 
made against him by East Devon and he insti¬ 
gated a costly judicial review against Honiton 
Town Council even though it was EDDC sanc¬ 
tions and authority he was disputing. 

The council’s costs for the review have been 
awarded against Cllr Taylor but will surely have

■ THIS week has seen council tax rises by the 
county and district councils, claimed necessary 
to improve local services due to reduction in 
central government funding. 

Will Honiton Town Council tax also rise? How¬ 
ever, not to improve services but to cover legal 
costs. 

I ask all council tax payers in Honiton to go to 
the Honiton Town Council website and choose 
the link to "Judicial Review costs judgement". 

Councillor Taylor took legal actions against 
Honiton Town Council, the judge awarded costs 
up to March 19th 2016 to the councillor and 
costs after this date to Honiton Town council. 

However, it will be council tax payers in Honi¬ 
ton who will end up footing the bill. 

Recently-elected Councillor Zarczynski issued 
leaflets about wanting Honiton Town council to 
increase funding to local services like the Youth 
centre and 55 club, so I find it galling that a 

claimed from him. Will Cllr Taylor pay the full 
fee and will he pay immediately, or will he pay 
only part and drag out the payment over several 
years? 

Don’t forget Cllr Taylor will also have to pay 
his own legal fees which will surely be at least as 
much as the council’s. 

Who knows what will be the final cost to the 
town? 

All this for a case that the judge said should 
never have been brought. Mr Justice Edis in his 
report (see Town Council website) said that Cllr 
Taylor “was seeking some reason to continue 
with his proceedings when there was no real 
purpose in doing so.” 

He also said, “Again, this posture speaks of a 
litigant wanting to find something to argue 
about, rather than trying to resolve a genuine 
grievance.” 

With regard to Cllr Taylor’s accusations about 
the clerk the judge says; “He accused her of crim¬ 
inal conduct when there was not the slightest 
justification for doing so.” 

Cllr Taylor’s actions and refusal to acknowledge 
wrong doing have cost the town council hours of 
work and thousands of pounds in legal fees. 


councillor, who does not follow council code of 
behaviour, takes a legal action against Honiton 
Town Council which may result in costs of mul¬ 
tiples of thousands of pounds. 

Will the consequences of Cllr Taylor's actions 
be an increase in every Honiton town council tax 
payers' bill and reduction in funding to our local 
services? If so, thanks a lot, Cllr Taylor. 

I am also concerned in that I understand Cllr 
Taylor (who cannot abide by the councillors' 
code of conduct) has acted as sponsor for three 
of the four candidates in the upcoming council 
elections!

I ’VE always believed 
that a good local news¬ 
paper has to be part of 
the community, support¬ 
ing good causes and pro¬ 
viding essential publicity 
for the dozens of events 
that can genuinely make 
a difference for those who 
have been dealt a bad 
hand in life. 

The newspapers I have 
edited or managed over 
the years have never 
walked away from taking 
on the difficult stories, 
putting our heads above 
the parapet in dealing 
with officialdom and re¬ 
porting arrogance of 
those in authority. 

There may have been 
times when we’ve over¬ 
stepped the mark, but 
we’ve never shied away 
from making sure our 
readers have their say. 


This was a lesson I 
learnt when I worked for 
Jimmy Hall at the Sid¬ 
mouth Herald, about 
whom I wrote in my last 
column. 

Jimmy, an ex-Fleet 
Streeter, wrote a bril¬ 
liantly fearless column in 
the Herald called Trank 
Burgess’. 

It didn’t make him pop¬ 
ular but it was compul¬ 
sive reading when the 
Herald sold more copies 
in Sidmouth than there 
were houses. 

I enjoyed my nine years 
in Sidmouth immensely 
and have retained a fond¬ 
ness for the town ever 
since. 

I had a young but enthu¬ 
siastic young editorial 
team, two of whom went 
on to great things in the 
world of newspapers. 


Mark Hollands joined 
me as a 16-year-old cub 
reporter and ended up 
being one of the most in¬ 
fluential voices in the 
press in Australia and is 
now a successful author. 

He worked alongside 
Geoff Baker, a brilliant 
writer who went on to 
find fame in Fleet Street 
and held down one of the 
top jobs in public rela¬ 
tions, looking after the 
PR for Beatle Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney for 15 years. 

Geoff is back in living in 
Lyme Regis these days 
and works on a freelance 
basis for the newspapers 
I manage in London. 

He’s lost none of his de¬ 
sire for a great scoop and 
regards Jimmy Hall as 
one of the greatest influ¬ 
ences of his working life. 

Geoff and I met up with 


Mark on a recent visit to 
the UK to catch up with 
his family and we en¬ 
joyed a meal at the Blue 
Ball in Sidford, one of 
our old haunts. 

It’s more than 30 years 
since we worked to¬ 
gether but Mark still re¬ 
tains those boyish looks, 
so evident in the photo 
above when we played in 
a charity football match 
we helped to organise at 
Sidmouth Town FC. 

This event was a classic 
example of how a local 
newspaper can play a 
crucial role in doing a bit 
of good in the commu¬ 
nity. 

We joined forces with 
Sidmouth and Ottery St 
Mary football clubs to 
put on a charity game for 
a young father, Chris 
Salter, an Ottery player 
who died tragically 
young. 

Westward TV gave 
their full support with 
anchorman Ken Mac¬ 
Leod and presenter Ali¬ 
son Holloway, later to be¬ 
come one of Jim Dav¬ 
idson’s wives, making an 
appearance. 

Alison kicked off the 
main game in the tight¬ 
est pair of shorts I can re¬ 
member seeing. 

A crowd of more than 
1,000 turned up for match 
and we raised a consider¬ 
able amount of money. 


I managed to get on for 
part of the game and, ac¬ 
cording to Mark who 
messaged me on Face- 
book, I took out Exeter 
City player Nicky Jen¬ 
nings waist high. Too 
slow to catch him, no 
doubt. 

The fundraising contin¬ 
ued in the clubhouse af¬ 
terwards, with Ken 
MacLeod leading the 
proceedings, after which 
we all “got smashed”, ac¬ 
cording to Mark. 

No wonder my recollec¬ 
tions of the day are a bit 
fuzzy so apologies if 
there are any inaccura¬ 


cies in the above. 

I have been involved in 
many such events down 
the years, always with 
great support from my 
staff. 

In recent times Pul-

30 YEARS OF THE GRIZZLY 


RUNNERS from all over the country - from Ben- 
fleet, Bedford and Bracknell; to Winchester, 
Wilmslow and Wells - will converge on Seaton 
this weekend for the 30th running of the Grizzly. 

They will be joined by visitors from France, Ger¬ 
many, Cyprus, Holland and the USA as more than 
2000 runners set out from Seaton seafront to 
tackle the challenging and notorious 20 mile 
multi-terrain run on Sunday (12 March). 

To mark its 30th year, the event, organised by 
Axe Valley Runners, has been named Pearl's a 
Stinger. As usual there is a shorter Cub option 
available. Both races cover some of the most 
spectacular and beautiful scenery in the country 


but also some of the most challenging with 
undulating pebble beaches, muddy hills, 
rocky cliffs and a couple of bogs to navigate. 

Starting on Seaton Esplanade at 10.30am 
the runners of both races head immediately 
through the "Waves" at Fisherman's Gap 
onto the beach and towards Haven Cliff.

• 300g/10/4oz lean rump or thick sirloin 
steaks 

• 300g/10/4oz small new potatoes, 
halved 

• Large pinch paprika powder 

• 30ml/2tbsp extra virgin olive oil 

• Salt and freshly milled back pepper 

• 2 garlic cloves, peeled and roughly 
chopped 

• 1 small red onion, peeled and thinly 
sliced 

• 2.5ml/ 1 /2tsp dried chilli flakes 

• lOOml/S/^floz dry red wine 

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to Gas mark 7, 
220°C, 425°F. 

2. Place the potatoes in a non-stick roast¬ 
ing tin. Add the paprika and half the oil, 
toss gently, season and roast for 25 min¬ 
utes. 15 minutes before the end of the 
cooking time remove the tin, add the gar¬ 
lic and onions, toss gently and return to 
the oven. 

3. Place the steaks on a chopping board, 
season on both sides and dust with the 
chilli flakes.

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A BRIEF HISTORY OF SOUTH SOMERSET S LITTLE MARKET TOWN: 


CHARD is a historic market town nestled 
within the glorious countryside of South 
Somerset, close to the Devon and Dorset 
borders. 

Chard is the second largest town in South 
Somerset with a population of approxi¬ 
mately 14,000. At 121 metres (397ft) above 
sea level it is both the southernmost and 
highest located town in Somerset. 

People have been living in the Chard area 
since prehistoric times and villas nearby at 
Tatworth and Wadeford show that Romans 
lived here too, but the first written mention 
of the town was in 1065 just prior to the 
Norman invasion. A little over twenty years 
later the Doomsday Book recorded details 
of the settlement which was then a large, 
though not rich, manor. 

In the middle of the 13th century the lord 
of the manor, the Bishop of Wells, drew up

Working parents of three to four-year- 
olds in England will soon be eligible for 
30 hours of free childcare - rather than 
the current 15 hours. The childcare is 
only available at Ofsted registered 
nurseries, pre schools and childmin¬ 
ders. The new scheme will be available 
from September 2017 and your child 
must have turned 3 before the start of 
the academic term. 

The 30 hours of free childcare can 
be used term times for 38 weeks or 
parents can spread the free childcare 
out over 51 weeks but they would only 
get 21.5 hours per week. 

The Government has been rolling out 
a pilot scheme in 8 English areas: 
Wigan, Staffordshire, Swindon, 
Portsmouth, Northumberland, York, 
Newham and Hertfordshire. The 
scheme is scheduled to go nationwide 
later this year. 

There has been 75% take up by eligi¬ 
ble parents within the trial areas. 
Choice of hours and days maybe lim¬ 
ited so it will be wise to start looking 
for suitable providers now. It is possi¬ 


ble to split your childcare between two 
providers to access the 30 hours. 

Not everyone is eligible but everyone 
will still receive the 15 hours free child¬ 
care that is currently available for 3 
and 4 year olds. For more information 
please visit www.childcare-support. 
tax.service.gov.uk. 

The Eligibility rules for the 30 hours 
free childcare are: 

• Your child will be aged 3 or 4 when 
the scheme starts in your area. 

• Both parents must be working 

- or the sole parent is working in a 
lone parent family. 

• Each parent earns, on average, a 
weekly minimum equivalent to 16 
hours at National Minimum Wage or 
National Living Wage. 

• Each parent must have an annual 
income of less than £100,000. 

• You live in England.

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ON THE SHOWBIZ BEAT 


Time to turn 
the mobiles off, 
theatregoers 


MY THEATRICAL enjoy¬ 
ment was once again ham¬ 
pered this week by the 
scourge of the mobile phone. 

It comes in a week when 
the government has intro¬ 
duced stiffer penalties for 
those using their phone 
while driving and I think we 
should all take a long hard 
look at our need for almost 
constant engagement with 
the digital world. 

Those of you who know me 
well, will have noticed that 
I’m a bit of a slave to social 
media and I hate missing 
emails or messages, however 
I would never have my phone 
on in the car and would die of 
embarrassment if it ever 
went off in the theatre. 

During a media night per¬ 
formance of Wicked last 
week the couple sitting in 
front of me intermittently 
checked their social media 
throughout the perform¬ 
ance, which was hugely dis¬ 


tracting for those around 
them. 

We are not talking about 
the sound of ringing or even 
the odd ping of a message 
(which most people thank¬ 
fully now understand to be 
inappropriate) but instead a 
continuous influx of light 
pollution, which detracted 
from the carefully crafted 
ambience. 

What many people don’t re¬ 
alise is that your phone acts 
as a spotlight when you’re in 
the theatre, so everyone on 
stage and around the audito¬ 
rium can see you. 

In fact, when I perched in 
an onstage seat at a recent 
performance of This House 
at the Garrick Theatre, one 
particular numpty was lit 
up like a carnival float for 
most of Act one, as she 
couldn’t bear to be away 
from her phone. 

It’s generally not young 
people who are the main cul¬ 


prits either, and I just wish 
we could fine the perpetra¬ 
tors and use the money to 
pay for those less fortunate 
to attend in their stead. 

I know hundreds of people 
who simply can’t afford to 
see West End shows and yet 
night after night there are 
rude and selfish people who 
buy tickets and then don’t 
pay attention to the produc¬ 
tion. 

Someone once told me that 
they had a family emer¬ 
gency and so they had to 
keep the phone on just in¬ 
case the situation changed. 
If you’ve got a family emer¬ 
gency, why the devil are you 
going to the theatre in the 
first place? 

Worse than that, at my 
most recent visit to the Arts 
Theatre for a press perform¬ 
ance, a reviewer who was 
sitting next to me kept light¬ 
ing up to check messages 
throughout. I scowled at

him, but he didn’t take the 
hint. 

I have previously simply 
told people to turn their 
phones off, but you are 
never sure if you’re going to 
be greeted with an angry re¬ 
sponse, so I’ve become more 
careful recently. 

It’s not just phones that 
cause anger among regular 
theatregoers and this week 
the issue of whether food 
should be allowed has been a 
hot topic. 

Imelda Staunton hit the 
headlines last year by say¬ 
ing food should be banned 
from the theatre and this 
week the producers of her 
latest play, Who’s Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf at the Harold 
Pinter Theatre have granted 
her wish. 

An article on The Stage’s 
website (www.thestage.co.uk) 
claims that in an email to 
ticket bookers, Ambassador 
Theatre Group - which oper¬ 
ates the Harold Pinter - said 


no food would be allowed to 
be eaten during the show. 

“Out of consideration for 
the actors and for fellow au¬ 
dience members, we ask that 
no food be consumed during 
the performance,” it said. 

I don’t want to discourage 
people from going to the the¬ 
atre, but if you can't manage 
a couple of hours without 
eating or checking your 
phone, well in my opinion, 
you shouldn't be there. 

As you can gather, it really 
gets my goat and the stagey 
world has been filled with dis¬ 
cussions over the best course 
of action for a long time. 

Right, that’s my rant over. 

I didn’t let the phone issue 
ruin my time in the capital 
and I had a busy week filled 
with theatre outings, which 
included another trip to see 
Wicked (awesome as usual) 
a visit to the Apollo to see 
Tom Stoppard’s Travesties (a 
bit above me!) and my first 
ever visit to the National 


Theatre to see a play called 
Ugly Lies the Bone, which 
was pretty harrowing stuff. 

I also auditioned for my lat¬ 
est local stage foray and I 
will let you know if I was 
successful in due course. 

Next week I’m off to see 
The Diary of a Teenage Girl 
at Southwark Playhouse and 
as I’m a custodian of a fe¬ 
male adolescent, I’m ap¬ 
proaching it with 
trepidation. 

I’ll also have the pleasure 
of seeing Harry Potter star 
Daniel Radcliffe on stage at 
the Old Vic, which is very 
exciting and I’ve got a few 
celebrity interviews on the 
cards.

5 TIPS FOR CENTRAL HEATING

1. The size of your home, especially the number of bath¬ 
rooms or shower rooms you have, and how much heating 
and hot water your household uses, will largely determine 
your choice of boiler. There are three main types of boiler: 
regular, system and combi. Regular boilers need a cylinder 
(to store hot water) and tanks. System boilers also need a 
hot-water cylinder, which allows them to feed several out¬ 
lets, such as taps and showers, at the same time, but they 
don't need tanks. 

2. Combis are a popular choice, as you only have to find 
room for the boiler itself - there are no tanks or cylinder, al¬ 
though some combis have a built-in tank, which gives the 
higher flow rate needed in a bigger property. Combis heat 
water on demand, so you only pay for what you use, and 
they deliver it at mains pressure. Combis are most suitable 
for homes with one bathroom/shower room, although they 
can work in homes with two, providing they're powerful 
enough. If you have more bathrooms than that, a combi 
probably isn't suitable. 

3. If you're renovating a property that hasn't been updated 
in decades, it may be necessary to change the whole central 
heating system. A new boiler, cylinder, radiators and ad¬ 
justable radiator valves should make a big difference to how 
good - and efficient - the system is, but don't overlook the 


pipework. If the central heating system is gravity fed and 
you're switching to a pressurised system, the pipework will 
be under pressure for the first time and may leak as a result. 
Old copper pipework may not be done to today's standards 
and may even be leaking without you knowing, so leaving 
it in place can be a false economy. Most plumbers now use 
plastic pipework where it can't be seen, such as under floor¬ 
boards, because it's quicker and easier to fit than copper. 
They should use copper where it can be seen, such as radi¬ 
ator pipes, and close to the boiler, where it's too hot for plas¬ 
tic. 

4. If your boiler has a hot-water cylinder, you may want to 
get rid of it by fitting a combi, or relocate the cylinder, as 
new cylinders are often a different shape and size to old 
ones. This could free up space in your bathroom for a 
shower cubicle where the airing cupboard/cylinder was, for 
example. Old boilers also tend to be large, but many new 
ones aren't and some are so small that they fit in a kitchen 
wall unit, saving space and giving the kitchen a neater look 
because the boiler's hidden. 

5. Think about any big home improvements, such as an 
extension or loft conversion, you may make in future and 
how this will impact on the boiler. Will the existing boiler 
be able to comfortably supply more radiators and bath¬ 
rooms, or will you need a new one? If there's a tank for the 
boiler in the loft and you're planning to convert the loft, the 
tank will probably have to be changed to one that fits in the 
eaves' storage, so a boiler without tanks may be better.
